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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of record 
does not teach or suggest transmitting a state object from a server to a client station wherein the 
state object comprises a "cookie" which functions within the HTTP browser environment in the 
manner disclosed and enabled in the specification at page 17, line 1 1 through page 18, line 22 and 
shown in Figures 4-5. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
